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Synopsis of Defendants' Summary Adjudication Motions 

The allegations made by defendants in the summary adjudication motions 

are as follows: 

1 . Claims 1-26 of the '647 patent, claims 1-2 of the '362 patent, and 
claims 1-2, 7-10, and 49 of the '013 patent are alleged to be anticipated by: (1) a CDS 
Oasis II system as allegedly installed at Circus Circus/Slots-A-Fun in Las Vegas, NV, 
and Grand Casinos in Gulfport and Biloxi, MS, and as allegedly offered for sale to 
Stations Casinos; (2) a Gaming Systems International system as allegedly installed at the 
River City riverboat casinos in New Orleans, LA; and (3) an EDT/IGT SMART system, 
as allegedly installed at the Oneida Indian Casino in Oneida, WS, the Primm Casinos in 
Primm Valley, NV, and as allegedly offered for sale to Station Casinos. 

2. Claims 1-26 of the '647 patent, claims 1-2 of the '362 patent, and 
claims 1-2, 7-10, and 49 of the '013 patent are alleged to be obvious in light of a 
combination of the EDT Celebrity Circle system as allegedly installed at Harrah's 
Casinos in Reno and Lake Tahoe, NV, with either Harrah's Northern Nevada marketing 
system or Interim Patron Database marketing system. 

3. The '647, 362, and '013 patents are alleged to be unenforceable for 
inequitable conduct based on an alleged failure to disclose the Harrah's Northern Nevada 
Marketing System, Harrah's Interim Patron Database, Harrah's Automated Pit Player 
Tracking System, EDT's Celebrity Circle system, and EDT/IGT' s Standard and SMART 
player tracking systems. The district court denied this motion on May 11, 2004. 

4. The claims of the '647, 362, and '013 patents are alleged to be 
unenforceable for inequitable conduct for allegedly misrepresenting the operation of 
Harrah's prior Gold Card system as described in the article "Harrah's Casinos Introduces 
Two 'First' [sic] for the Casino Industry," PR Newswire, August 23, 1993. The district 
court denied this motion on May 11, 2004. 

5. The claims of the '647, 362, and '013 patents are alleged to be 
invalid under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 1 and 2, on the grounds that the claim term "theoretical 
win profile" is allegedly indefinite and unsupported by an adequate written description,

and on the grounds that the applicant allegedly concealed the best mode for calculating 
the theoretical win profile. The district court denied defendants' motions as to best mode, 
but granted defendants' motion as to indefmiteness and written description. Both parties 
are currently appealing the district court's findings.

In the litigation, the defendants have contended that the '647, '362, and 
'013 patents are invalid and unenforceable, and have filed motions for summary 
adjudication in the litigation challenging the validity and enforceability of the '647, '362, 
and '013 patents. On May 11, 2004, the district court denied defendants' motions that the 
claims of the '647, '362, and '013 patent are unenforceable or invalid for failure to 
comply with the best mode requirement, but granted defendants' motion that the claims 
of the '647, '362, and '013 patents that include the term "theoretical win profile" are 
invalid as indefinite and for failing to comply with the v^itten description requirement. 
Both parties are currently appealing the district court's findings.
